For some years the Postofilee De¬ 
partment endeavored vainly to per¬ 
suade Congress to make certain 
changes in tlie classification of mail 
matter. Then tlie department decided 
that under the existing law it had the 
right to do practically that for which 
it had asked tlie authority of a new 
law, and proceeded to act accordingly. 
Those who were aggrieved by this ac 
lion asked Congress to undo what the 
department had done; but Congress lias 
not complied with the request. This 
experience is so typical as to deserve 
analysis, apart from interest in the leg 
isiatiou Itself. Expressed algebraical 
ly, Congress refused to say that xyz 
was the law, and then as emphatically 
refused to say that xyz was not the 
law. “There is a wide difference," re 
marked Senator Doiliver, in discussing 
this situation, “between passing a law 
to accomplish a certain thing, and in 
falling to pass a law to undo It.” Such 
a situation frequently arises. Our con¬ 
stituents, State and national; our laws 
and our court decisions all throw a 
I tremendous burden of proof upon those 
! who try to change the existing order of 
affairs. If the national pure food laws 
which have been agitated for twenty 
years with only partial success were 
once on the statute book, il would take 
more than forty years to shake then, 

| Those who propose new legislation 
j have the up-hill task; those who resist 
it have the advantage of gravity with 
I them. Think of the slow progress the 
j metric system has made, and then fan 
I cy the difficulty of getting it displaced 
in favor of the present weights and 
measures, were it in well-established 
use. English adherence to pounds, 
shillings and pence is another instance 
of inertia in legislation. The attitude 
of reluctance toward change is one of 
the saving forces In society. Surprls 
ingly great is the number of wise prac¬ 
tices of the law which we enjoy be¬ 
cause they were deeply embedded in 
the past rather than because public 
sentiment especially demands them.

HISTORY OF THE TORPEDO. 


Russians First Used It in Their Bust 
War with Turkey. 

Tlie history of the torpedo, which the 
Japanese used with such good effect at 
Port Arthur, is a brief one. Jan. 25, 
1878. two Russian warships, the 
Tchesme and Sinope, fired one torpedo 
each at a Turkish guardship in tlie en¬ 
trance to the harbor at Butouin. Both 
exploded under the vessel and she 
sank. 

Oil April 12, 1S91, the Chilean in¬ 
surgent ship Blanco Eucalada steamed 
into the harbor at Valparaiso for the 
purpose of doing some damage, and, 
after accomplishing considerable in 
that line, she anchored for the night, 
not taking the trouble to put out her 
torpedo nets. In the darkness along 
came two government torpedo boats,

In no instance has a vessel remained 
afloat after being struck by a torpedo. 
The explosion of 120 pounds of gun¬ 
cotton in contact with a ship s bottom 
not only smashes a big hole through 
the latter, but transforms much of the 
interior of the craft into a mass of 
wreckage. Thus it is not surprising 
to learn that the Russian ships tor¬ 
pedoed by the Japanese at Port Ar- 
thus were beached to save them from 
sinking. 

Some of the advantages of the tor¬ 
pedo boat are that it is cheap, costing 
only $75,000 or $100,000, and that one 
can be. built In six months, whereas a 
battleship requires three years. In the 
American navy each battleship carries 
on her deck one or two small torpedo 
1 boats, which cost only about $23,000 
! apiece. Thus—the same arrangement 
I is adopted In the Japanese navy—a 
j «teet, whenever It may be desired, can

WHERE LIFE IS ENJOYABLE, 


Delightful Habits and Customs of Cep 
tain Place* and People. 

Denmark claims that there is not n 
single person in her domain who can¬ 
not read and write. On the northeast 
coast of New (itiinea. the island of 
Kutaba, surrounded by a wall of coral 
BOO feet high on one side and from lifty 
to 100 feet on the other, maintains thir¬ 
teen villages of natives, to whom war, 
rime and poverty have been unknown 
since the beginning of their traditions. 
The most peaceful and comfortable 
community in Europe is the commune 
of the Canton Valid, in Switzerland. 
Nearly everyone is well off and there 
are no pauper*. 

Finland is a realm whose inhabitants 
are remarkable for their inviolate in¬ 
tegrity. There are no hanks and no 
safe deposits, for no snob security is 
essential. Yon may leave your luggage 
anywhere for any length of time and 
be quite sure of finding it untouched on 
your return, and your purse full of 
money would lie just as secure under 
similar circumstances. The Finns 
place their money and valuables in 
holes in the ground and cover them 
with a big leaf. Such treasure is sa¬ 
credly respected by all who pass it, 
but. in the rare event of a man wishing 
to borrow of his neighbor during Ink 
absence, lie will take only the smallest 
sum he requires and place a message in 
the hole telling of his urgent need, 
promising to repay the amount on a 
specified date. And he will invariably 
keep ills word, for the -Finn is invinci¬ 
ble in Ids independence. 

Agneta Park, near Delft, in Holland, 
is another Utopian example. A tract 
of ten acres has upon if 15<i houses, 
each with its little garden and with 
certain common buildings and common 
grounds. The houses are occupied by 
the employes of a great company, who 
form a corporation which owns the 
park. Each member owns shares in 
the corporation and pays rent for his 
house. The surplus, after all expenses 
have been paid, comes back to him as 
dividend. If he wishes to go awry or 
If lie (lies his shares are bought up by 
the corporation and sold to the man 
who takes his place. 


Finona Battle Eagle Perished In Wla- 
coioln Capitol Fire, 

Above the lamentations over the 
burning of the Wisconsin State Cap¬ 
itol, with its hoard of valuable arch¬ 
ives and chronicles, nro heard the bo- 
wailings of the "Old Guard," mourn¬ 
ing the loss of “Old Abe,” the world- 
famous battle eagle. Hundreds of fam¬ 
ily hearths were turned into bivouac 
tires while veterans foregathered to 
swap yarns of the bird that led the 
Eighth Wisconsin Infantry into thirty- 
six battles of the civil war. from Fred- 
erickstown to Hurricane Creek. 

The loss of tlie stuffed bird that for 
two dpoades from its perch under tHe 
groat dome had surveyed with impel- 
turbable gaze thousands of visitors 
and sightseers has stirred a revival of 
stories of the old war pet. The tales

of Adair county and called “Nineveh.” 
Biblical names were applied to stores, 
as in Zion City. Foundries, factories 
and other industries were started here. 
'Then some one discovered that a wider 
field was offered in Oregon, and the 
Ninevites went to Flaekymas County 
in that territory. 

The trouble came in the early SO’s. 
Both colonies became dissatisfied with 
tin* administration of affairs and the 
majority voted to disband as a commu¬ 
nity organization. A committee was 
appointed to make a fair division 
among all the members, and after that 
it was each man for himself.

A blizzard on tHo Siberian desert is 
a dreadful tiling. Tlie author of "in 
Search of a Siberian Klondike” tells 
of being overtaken by a severe snow¬ 
storm. The dogs lost sight of tin- 
trail, and the snow came down so 
heavily they could hardly see the lead¬ 
ing dogs, and it was deemed the safest 
thing to stop and endeavor to protect 
themselves as much its possible from 
the storm. 

With our snowsboes we dug down 
six feet to the ground, making an exca¬ 
vation about eight feet square. Blaring 
the three sledges round the edge of 
the hole, we Ifanked them in with 
snow. Then we took a tarpaulin from 
one of the sledges, and with walrus 
Idde rope improvised a sort of roof 
over our dugout. 

The dogs dug holes in the snow and 
settled down comfortably to sleep 
They were almost immediately covered 
with snow. 

At tills time the thermometer stood 
thirty-five degrees below zero. We 
could not tell whether it was actually 
snowing or whether the snow was only 
being driven by the wind; but at any 
rate the air was tilled with it. and 
the prospeet was anything hut exhil 
arating. We lined the bottom of Un- 
hole with furs, got out our sleeping 
tings, and prepared for a long siege. 

As we were without fuel, we had 
to eat cold food. Frozen reindeer meat 
taken raw is not an appetizing dish, 
but this, together with hard bread and 
pounded soup ball, formed our diet for 
the next few days. In this snowy pris¬ 
on we were held for four days, and we 
were obliged to climb out every three 
or four hours and relieve the tar¬ 
paulin of the weight of snow. Out- 
furs were damp, caused by our breath, 
which congealed, and thawed again 
from the warmth of the body. To say 
the very least, we were extremely tin 
comfortable. 

At last it got so had that 1 gave, or¬ 
ders to burn one of the sledges, and 
that day we feasted oil hot tea. 

To while away the tedious hours I 
gave my arctic friends sonic lessons in 
astronomy, using snowballs as object 
lessons. On the side of our excavation 
I made a rough lias-relief of the great 
Masonic Temple in Chicago. They 
looked at it very politely, lint 1 could 
sec that they took me for the past mas¬ 
ter of lying. 

I told them all about elections, tele 
phones, phonographs and railroads. 
Htul gathered from their expression 
that they thought 1 hud gone mad from 
the cold and exposure. They looked 
at one another and muttered. "Dtiroc! 
duroc!" which is Russian for crazy.

ONE COLONY THAT FAILED. 


Bethel, Mo., Was u Flourishing Com¬ 
munity .Nearly Fifty Years Ago, 

The troubles of "Elijah 11! " and 
Zion City recall the attempt to found a 
permanent colony in this neighborhood 
ill tlie first third of the last century, 
says a Macon (Mo.) correspondent of 
the Kansas City Star. Tin- place was 
named Bethel, and was settled by tier 
man socialists. Dr. Kyle, a man of lino 
physique and excellent ability, was 
the head of it. The communists bought 
u large tract of land on which they 
built wagon factories, flouring mills, 
foundries and machine shops. The lo 
cation was on the north bank of North 
River. 

Everything was owned in common. 
No man was richer than his neighbor. 
Disputes of all kinds were referred to 
I)r. Kyle. Bethel was one of tin- most 
thriving communities In northern Mis¬ 
souri for fifty years. Tlie articles man 
ufactured were of a plain, substantial 
character, find the Bethel trade mark 
an them was a guaranty of their excel¬ 
lence. Tlie proceeds of labor went into 
tlie common fund. The women were as 
efficient workers as the men. The 
houses fronted on the street line, so as 
to allow plenty of room for truck gar¬ 
dens in the rear. The upper part of 
each house was constructed of brick 
and plastered inside and out. These 
massive dwellings stand, unwenkened 
by time, to-day. and look as though 
they might lust 10(> years yet. 

On North River was a large amuse¬ 
ment house called "The Alim.” There 
were home theatricals and entertain¬ 
ments here weekly. After running a 
few years the success of Bethel col 
onv was regarded as permanent and

They have 
the same wants, and. more than that, 
they have the money to satisfy them. 
They have more Ilian $150,000,000 in 
their savings banks alone. In Xew 
Zealand every family annually takes 
f25 worth of American goods, and iu 
'tie province of Xew South Wales, the 
greatest of the Australian States, 
the sales of our goods amount on the 
average to $50 per family. The peo¬ 
ple spend about as much money as 
any people on the face of the globe. 
The minimum wage In many parts of 
the country is $1.70 a day. and in 
others it is $2 a day and over. The 
wages of mechanics are high. and. all 
together, the people are as well paid 
ns any on earth. In addition to this, 
the continent is run on the eight-hour 
basis. The people have plenty of 
leisure and many holidays, during 
which they spend money, and, as a 
result, they have a foreign trade of 
enormous proportions in comparison 
to the population. This trade amounts 
to about $800,000,000 a year, and that 
for a people who number just about 
5.000,000. 

The single State of Xew South 
Wales is now importing foreign goods 
to the amount of $134,000,000. 

Victoria is buying almost $90,000,- 
000. New Zealand $50,000,000. and the 
little island of Tasmania $10,000,000. 

Western Australia annually con¬ 
sumes foreign goods to the amount of 
$30,000,000, South Australia $40,000,- 
000, and Queensland, the wild west of 
.Northern Australia, is paying for for¬ 
eign goods $34,000,000 per year. 

All these countries nre selling more 
than they are buying. They are laying 
up money as well as spending it, and 
are getting richer and richer every 
year. 

Australia is a second America. Busi¬ 
ness is done there in about the same 
way as at home, everyone speaks Eng¬ 
lish, and special favors are given to 
commercial travelers. 

In all the larger cities of Australia 
and Xew Zealand you will find some 
Americans. Melbourne especially lias 
many, whose fathers voyaged from 
San Francisco when gold was first 
discovered. 

Some of them made fortunes. They 
engaged in business, and to-day Mel¬ 
bourne Is called the Yankee city of 
Australia.

Pushcart Profits. 

The profits of the pushcart peddler 
In the large cities are large. Twenty 
five or 50 per cent is so small a profit 
that pushcart men seldom handle 
goods paying no more. Therefore, 
though the amount of each sale is usu¬ 
ally small, some of these men are well 
paid for their day’s work. 

Suspenders they sell for 10 and 15 
cents a pair sell wholesale for 00 cents 
a dozen, or 5 ceuts a pair, their profit 
on each pair being 100 or 200 per cent. 
Small neckties that sell for 5 and 10 
cents each may be bought for $1 a 
gross, the prolit being even larger than 
In the sale of suspenders. 

Stockings may be bought from push¬ 
carts for 5 and 10 cents a pair. These 
goods can lie bought at wholesale for 
as little as 35 cents a dozen. In almost 
every case the peddler's profit is above 
100 per cent. 

Some of the fruit venders are In 
business for themselves;, others are 
hired for their board and a small wage. 
A successful peanut vender should 
make a profit of $25 weekly.
